-Edri received four blocks of plas¬ 
tic explosives from Lt. Kobi Pinto, 
who has also been arrested, and 
passed one of them on to Ya'acov 
Ben-David, who was arrested but 
was released on Tuesday. 

He allegedly took two other 
blocks of explosives from his .unit 
and gave them to Elyashiv Kefler, 
23, of Kiryat Arba, who was ar¬ 
rested last week. Edri allegedly 
trained Keller in the use- of these 
explosives. 

.. The military prosecutor alcn 
said Edri had .toi<i General Securi¬ 
ty Service investigators that he be¬ 
lieved Keller was linked to the 
murder of three Palestinians near 
the village of Turkamiya in Sep¬ 
tember 1992.

“Not one of the rulers, not 
[PLO' leader Yasser] Arafat, not 
[Syrian President Hafez] Assad 
has accepted peace,'* said Brig.- 
Gen. Ya’acov Ami Dior, head of 
the IDF military intelligence re-' 
search division- “In fee interests of 
their peoples, they have accepted 
some symbols of peace.” 

Dior’s assessment, broadcast hr 
an interview on IDF Radio on 
Wednesday, contrasted with the 
optimistic view of his superior. 
Maj.-Gen. Uri Saguy, IDF mili¬ 
tary intelligence chief. In inter¬ 
views he has given over fee past 
week, Saguy has said he is hopeful 
that a peace agreement with Syria 
can be signed soon. 

Unlike Saguy, Dior is a life-long 
intelligence officer, the last officer 
who served in the 1973 Yom Kip-

He recalled his warning to his su¬ 
perior horns before the war of an 
impending Arab attack. That 
warning was ignored. 

Dior aim warned that unless the

Three people.in Algeria’s east¬ 
ern Oran El Bonaghi area had «i«p 
been “mutilated and had their 
throats slit”, the paper added, 
without giving any source for its 
report. 

El Watan commented: “At the 
moment when the* state presidency 
has announced the release of lead¬ 
ers of the banned FIS (Islamic Sal¬ 
vation Front)...peaceful rit iwmf 
have been beheaded by a group of 
terrorists.” 

Algeria has been shaken by vio¬ 
lence blamed by officials on Mos¬ 
lem ftmdameatafists since the FIS 
was thwarted of victory in a gener¬ 
al election in which it had taken a 
huge lead nearly three years ago. 

The authorities scrapped the 
poll in January 1992. In the vio¬ 
lence since then, more than 10,000 
people have been killed. . 

Earlier this week, in ah attempt 
to halt the bloodshed. President 
Liamine Zenoual announced that 
three senior FIS men had been 
freed from jail and the banned. 
party’s president, Ahassi Madam, 
and his deputy, Afi Beflmdj, had 
been transferred from prison to 
bouse arrest.

Chinese 
deputy mayor 
nabbed in 
sex raid 

BEUING (AP) - The vice mayor 
of a southern Chinese city has 
been arrested along with two oth¬ 
er city officials in a crackdown on 
rampant prostitution. ■ ; • 

The arrests were the latest in a 
recent campaign against prostitu¬ 
tion. gambling and drugs ordered 
by Communist Party leaders that 
has resulted in thousands of ar¬ 
rests and scores of executions. 

. The official newspaper Yang- 
cheng Wanbao reported that the 
vice mayor of Beiliu. in the south¬ 
ern province of Guangxi, was ar¬ 
rested along with two other city 
officials during a business trip to 
Shenzhen, just across the border 
from Hong Kong. 

The three were caught soliciting 
prostitutes on the street and tak¬ 
ing them into their hotel rooms, 
and one was caught taking a bath 
with his female companion, said 
the report, seen yesterday in 
Beijing. 

In a separate report, the news¬ 
paper said, a dozen ■ Communist 
Party officials had been caught 
with prostitutes- in the city of 
Zhanjiang, which like Shenzhen is 
in Guangdong province. 

The reports did not explain 
what penalties the officials would 
face. However, in many recent 
cases, arrests have led to prison- 
camp sentences or, for drug of¬ 
fenses, execution. ' 

Earlier reports said a month-long 
crackdown on drugs,, prostitution 
and gambling had led to 60,000 ar¬ 
rests in Guangdong, one of China s 
fastest growing provinces. •

Bosnian Serbs to defy US ultimatum 


MONROVIA (AP) - Rebel sol¬ 
diers led by a feared commander 
from the defeated government 
army seized the presidential man¬ 
sion yesterday, but an African in¬ 
tervention force said it foiled their 
coup attempt. 

A fax sent from the United 
States claimed a successful coup 
for the insurgent leader. Gen. 
Charles Julue, who apparently has 
formed yet another faction in the 
tortured 5-year-old civil war. 

“The Liberian New Horizons 
has taken over the affairs of gov¬ 
ernment ... to stop the madness in 
our country," it said. 

But it appeared their influence 
did not extend beyond the gates of 
the executive mansion, an Israeli- 
built fortress backing onto the At¬ 
lantic Ocean. A gunboat of the 
eight-nation African .army in 
Monrovia patrolled the waters off 
the mansion yesterday and its 
tanks surrounded the landward 
side. 

Sources in the intervention 
force said about 100 rebel soldiers 
were holed up in the mansion, in¬ 
cluding Julue. Telephones at the 
mansion rang unanswered. 

The fighting came just three 
days after the three main warring 
factions signed a UN-approved 
agreement. 

The accord caused an uproar in 
Monrovia, with a rebel coalition 
and a national peace conference 
objecting because it would replace 
a civilian-dominated interim gov¬ 
ernment with a council of the 
warlords. 

Heavy gunfire erupted about 4 
a.m. at Barclay Training Center, 


the army barracks near the man¬ 
sion that houses the government 
executive offices. 

The Nigerian-led multinational 
army said it had control of the 
situation and was negotiating with 
remaining attackers, who be¬ 
longed to the army of assassinated 
dictator Samuel Doe. 

“A few elements are still holed 
up in the Executive Mansion ... 
but it has been cordoned off by 
our troops and quite a number of 
the soldiers and officers who par¬ 
ticipated in the shooting have sur¬ 
rendered,” said Brig. Gen. A. S. 
Mukhtar. chief of staff of the Afri¬ 
can army. 

He said elements of the Armed 
Forces of Liberia had moved in on 
the mansion, the radio station and 
communications center about 2 
a.m. But they were only able to 
take the mansion. 

National radio began broadcast¬ 
ing hours late with a message from 
the African army commander, 
Maj. Gen. John Inienger. urging 
dissidents to surrender. 

He said the dissidents were led 
by Julue, a ruthless commander 
who fled the country after Charles 
Taylor, a former Doe aide, invad¬ 
ed from the Ivory Coast on Dec. 
24, 1989. Doe was killed by a 
breakaway rebel faction in 1990. 

Taylor’s popular rebellion to 
oust Doe's dictatorship ballooned 
into a tribal war that the United 
Nations estimates has killed more 
than 130,000 people. 

Two of every three of Liberia’s 
2.3 million people are either dis¬ 
placed inside the country or refu¬ 
gees in other nations. 


SARAJEVO (Reuter) - Bosnian 
Serbs, aware of growing divisions 
among international peacemak¬ 
ers, said yesterday they would 
defy a US deadline for acceptance 
of a peace plan despite a threat to 
aim their. Moslem foes. . 

Momcilo Krajisnik, a hardline 
member of the Bosnian Serb lead¬ 
ership, said the major-power 
peace proposal would be ignored 
until it was redrafted to take ac¬ 
count of their objections. 

The United Stares will try to lift 
the UN arms embargo on the

-Bosnian Serb .rejection of the 
proposal to take territory from 
them and give it to-a federation of 
Moslems and Croats has left them 
isolated and under a military 
blockade by their former Yugo¬ 
slav, allies. 

But .the Serbs appeared em- 
boldened to maintain their rejec¬ 
tion by a clear rift over the arms 
embargo between the US govern¬ 
ment and its main .allies. 


“We will not give up our de¬ 
mand for the correction of the 
map because it divides the Bosni¬ 
an Serb republic into three parts 
and gives 20 towns, eight mines 
and all rivers to the enemy," Kra¬ 
jisnik told a Yugoslav radio sta¬ 
tion that is used by tbe Bosnian 
Serbs to transmit their views. 

A peace-plan “contact group" 
comprising the United States. 
Russia. Britain. France and Ger¬ 
many wants to divide Bosnia 
equally and would require the 
Serbs to withdrawfrom 20 percent.. 
of the foriner Yugoslav republic 
that they Haw control. 

-nfe4)irft6d‘Srites believes'lSt- 
ing the arms embargo on the Mos¬ 
lems would redress the military 
imbalance that has favored Serbs 
during 29 months of fighting. 

Russia, Britain and France fear 
it would provoke renewed war and 
have said they would withdraw 
their forces from the United Na¬ 
tions Protection Force (UNPRO- 
FOR) in Bosnia. 

Opponents of arming the Mos¬ 
lems have drawn grim scenarios of 


the outcome. UNPROFOR's 
French commander. General Be- 
trand de Lapresle, warned yester¬ 
day that NATO might have to 
send combat troops to provide 
cover for the peacekeepers' 
withdrawal. 

Diplomats said Washington was 
now unlikely to get its way in the 
UN Security Council. Nor did 
they expect enough support in 
Congress to force a unilateral lift¬ 
ing of the arms embargo on US 
President Bill Clinton. 

The open divisions among the 
international allies have given the 
Bosnian Sqrbs tittle reason to bur¬ 
ry to compromise. 

There has been no clear sign 
from the contact group about 
where they will head once the Oc¬ 
tober 15 deadline runs out. 

Hopes are pinned on the possi¬ 


bility that Serbian President Slo¬ 
bodan Milosevic’s military block¬ 
ade of the Bosnian Serbs might 
temper their defiance. 

He stopped supplies of fuel and 
military equipment last month af¬ 
ter denouncing Bosnian Serb po¬ 
litical leaders as war criminals and 
describing the peace plan as fair. 

But diplomats in Belgrade 
stressed Milosevic's quarrel was 
with tbe independently minded 
politicians like Krajisnik and that 
he would never risk leaving the 
Bosnian Serbs in the lurch 
militarily.

Belfast violence escalates 

BELFAST (Reuter) - Street violence in hardline Protestant neighbor¬ 
hoods and threats by armed extremist groups against police are clouding 
the political horizon in Belfast since the IRA ceasefire. 

Protestants, nervous of the political repercussions of the ceasefire 
called two weeks ago by the Irish Republican Army, are accusing the 
police of moving from Catholic areas of the capital to crack down on 
their areas. 

Protestants fear the truce is only a tactic and not a true end to the 
IRA’s 25-year war to oust British forces from the province. 

They fear the British government will reward the IRA and its goal of a 
united Ireland by “selling out” Northern Ireland's Protestant majority. 

Protestants say police are harassing their young men. repeatedly 
questioning the same people, breaking into houses without warning and 
sometimes ransacking them without reason. 

“It's nothing to do with the IRA ceasefire. This (harassment) has 
been going on for five or six years, and periodically it gets unbearable,” 
said Belfast city councillor Fred Cobain. 

Local Protestants say that over the years police have left the Catholic 
neighborhoods that most strong!y^upport the IRA - and where police 
are considered a target - and moved instead to the “loyalist" areas. 
There, police had been protected as a symbol of the British crown tb 
which Protestants swear loyalty. 

But police say there is a good reason for what they are doing, even if 
politicians say the way they do it is unacceptable. They fear an upsurge 
id extremist activity and in the gangsterism that supports the so-called 
loyalist groups.

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Running for cover 


A LMOST any foreign policy initiative the 
present US administration comes up with 
sparks a knee-jerk barrage of criticism. 
Long scorned for inactivity in Bosnia, Washing¬ 
ton then announces its intention lo end the defi¬ 
ance of world opinion and the gross human rights 
abuses of the generals in Haiti - and is greeted 
with equal scorn. Moreover, some friends of the 
US who urged it to act in Bosnia have been 
running for cover at the merest hint that they 
should help restore democracy in Haiti. 

To be sure, there were some critics of George 
Bush’s liberation of Kuwait - in democracies 
there must always be criticism - but one of the 
more cynical comments that gained currency was 
that if Kuwait produced oranges instead of oil, 
there would have been no Gulf war. In other 
words, the cynics said, the war was a crass com¬ 
mercial enterprise. The criticism ignored the fact 
that serious economic interests can be as valid a 
reason for the use of military power as any other. 
However, no one can argue that vital US raw 
materials are being threatened in Haiti. 

That’s just the point, argue the new critics. 
There are no vital US interests at stake, so why 
bother invading? President Clinton's moral argu¬ 
ments are being swept aside with the same cyni¬ 
cism that Gulf oil interests were swept aside by 
critics of the Gulf war. The critics and the public 
would do well to pay some attention to what the 
president is saying about American moral values. 
It is hard to know exactly what they want the US 
to be in the modern world. 

Clinton has been criticized for inactivity in 
many spheres overseas - most recently in Yugo¬ 
slavia and in Rwanda. It appears the American 
public is reluctant to risk having its soldiers do the 
very jobs for which they have been trained. Ironi¬ 
cally, when Ointon was elected, both the military 
and its supporters expressed fears that Clinton's 
lack of military background, and his libertarian 
1960s past, would inhibit him from ever using 
force in defense of American interests. 

Now that he is committed to the Haiti opera¬ 
tion, the critics have been quick to accuse him of 
trying collect some military credentials - as if the 
leader of the United States is using its might to 
prove his manhood. 

It is correct and healthy that there should be 
critical opposition to any major US initiative; that 
is why democracies have “loyal opposition” par¬ 
ties in their legislatures, and a free press. But once 
the executive has taken ad* ice, weighed the impli¬ 


cations and then made a decision, the least the 
leader can expect is that petty and personal poli¬ 
tics will be laid aside, and that the country and its 
allies will rally in full support 

When Britain invaded the Falkland Islands, the 
US persisted in seeking a political solution until 
ihe eleventh hour. But once it was clear Britain 
would not be swayed nor Argentina budged, 
Washington threw its frill military and diplomatic 
support behind its old British friend and ally. Now 
that it appears the Haiti invasion is going ahead, 
US friends should stand up and be counted. 

In the storm of opposition in the US - much of 
it politically motivated Republican posturing in 
advance of November’s mid-term elections - it 
appears to have been forgotten that the adminis¬ 
tration has already obtained a United Nations 
mandate for its proposed intervention. UN Secre¬ 
tary General Boutros Boutros-Ghali made this 
perfectly clear yesterday: “When a decision will 
be taken concerning an intervention in Haiti, I can 
just tell you that this decision is in conformity 
with Resolution 940, which was adopted by the 
Security Council,” he said. 

It is already clear from the defiance of world 
opinion by the junta in Haiti that the tinpot 
generals there think they can defy a dithering and 
indecisive Washington. It is not an attitude the US 
can afford to see exported to the rest of the world. 
Raoul Cedras and his minions defied world opin¬ 
ion by throwing out the elected president of Haiti, 
Jean-Bertrand Aristide, and have continued to 
defy it with a vicious abuse of power exercised 
over the most wretched people in the Caribbean. 
They have ignored clear warnings to desist and 
retire - just as Manuel Noriega did in Panama. 
Now they must pay the price. 

As for the US request to Israel to provide a 
police contingent after the military operation, the 
government has responded positively and will 
make the final decision upon evaluating the secu¬ 
rity situation after the invasion - a reasonable 
attitude. When former defense minister Ariel 
Sharon said that “Israel doesn't have to send its 
forces to fight battles of others/ 7 he seemed 
particularly mean-minded. 

Washington asked for policemen, not soldiers, 
and Sharon seems to have forgotten that Israel 
benefited from the destruction of the dangerous 
Iraqi war machine thanks to the US. The least 
Israel's greatest and most loyal friend can expect 
is a little respect and when it seeks a moderate 
favor as it goes to war.

H AFEZ Assad isn't known 
as a prolific public speak¬ 
er. This is why his relative¬ 
ly rare speeches are of the utmost 
significance. In them, one can find 
the key to the Syrian leader's stra¬ 
tegic thinking and often also to his 
tactics. 

Such was the speech in Marcb 
1992, when Assad referred to 
"world changes, which began to 
loom on the horizon in the second 
half of the Eighties. All the previ¬ 
ous world changes that emerged in 
the aftermath of WWI seemed of 
little significance in terms of re¬ 
percussions on the Arab home¬ 
land, compared to the upcoming, 
far-reaching changes. Instead of 
making progress we found our¬ 
selves, continually retreating.” 

Such also was the speech Assad 
made last Saturday, at the opening 
of the new People's Assembly. It 
was businesslike. “We, in Syria, 
want our rights and lands; you in 
Israel deserve to receive in turn 
the objective requirements of 
peace.” 

Gone were the Assad speeches 
of the 1970s and 1980s, in which 
he spoke of blood, sweat and 
tears: of fighting to the finish. The 
order of the day was to negotiate 
with Israel and please the US. 

Assad's target audience 
throughout the peace process has 
always been (he US. Why? Be¬ 
cause Assad believes that, owing 
to the “qualitative world changes” 
of the' late 1980s. the American 
era is here to stay. 

Everything that happened in 
the early 1990s, particularly the 
collapse of the USSR and Iraq’s 
crushing military defeat in the 
Gulf war. has underscored Ameri¬ 
can supremacy. Almost every¬ 
thing currently unfolding on the 
world scene tends to strengthen 
Assad’s conviction. 


Sir, - On August 19,1 made one of 
my now infrequent purchases of The 
Jerusalem Post (the change in edito¬ 
rial style that accompanied new own¬ 
ership was just too much for me). My 
eyes were drawn to an article entitled 
“The Palestinian ’White Paper’ ” by 
Shmuel Karz. I am afraid that this 
article has finally convinced me that 
your publication has become little 
less than a comic, and a potentially 
dangerous comic at that 

Mr. Katz seeks to make a point 
concerning a common thread be¬ 
tween the hidden agendas of the Brit¬ 
ish government during the 1939-45 
war, and contemporary Arab policy 
towards the state of Israel; a hidden 
agenda that, in his words, plots the 
“death of the Jewish State.”

marks! And finally, Mr. Katz just 
can’t resist going too far by relating 
that “all the terrible acts against the 
Jews of Europe were ‘legitimized’ by 
the British Government’s infamous 
White Paper of 1939.” This final 
comment is at best offensive and at 
worst incitefril. Haying searched the 
text of the White Paper for anything 
that might ‘legitimize’ the k illing of 
six million innocent civilians, I fail to 
see how such a claim can be 
defended. 

Finally, I am disappointed that the 
editorial staff of The Jerusalem Post 
allows such offensive text to come to 
print. Whilst Mr. Katz is entitled to 
his view on the matter in question, he 
is not entitled to use the national press 
to spread innuendo and unsubstantiat¬ 
ed allegations that contribute nothing 
to knowledge and understanding.

Most important 
of these is the determination to get 
the Golan Heights back, lock 
stock and barrel - and he means 
exactly that. 


counts heavily in our part of the 
world. 

Initially. Assad believed that 
the Madrid framework - simulta¬ 
neous talks between Israel and 
four Arab parties designed to lead 
to a comprehensive settlement - 
was compatible with his policies. 
To his mind. Lebanon (now well

As¬ 
sad believed he could determine 
the course of the talks, either by 
preventing progress or, converse¬ 
ly. sweeping all the Arabs along 
on his coattails. This was Assad's 
planning, but it went sour. 

Israel negotiated with the PLO, 
something which was deemed im¬ 
possible in Damascus, and King 
Hussein finally took the plunge 


and came closer than ever before 
to signing a peace treaty with Isra¬ 
el. 

Yet Assad, bitter though be 
may be. is still firmly in the pro¬ 
cess. displaying a desire to salvage 
what he can out of it. For this 
reason, Assad isn't likely to devi-; 
ate from his demand for complete' 
Israeli withdrawal from the Go¬ 
lan, as well'as from southern 
Lebanon. 

In return, the Syrians stated 
publicly that they were ready id 
adopt a model of full-fledged dip¬ 
lomatic relations with Israel. 1 
along the lines of the Israeli-Egyp-' 
tian peace treaty. 

This corresponds with Rabin's 
consistent demand that Syria state 
that, in so many words. 

Since the government was 
aware of this Syrian position al¬ 
ready a year ago, the information 
having been passed through unof¬ 
ficial channels, it is abundantly 
clear that it ought sot to entertain 
any hope of a deal with Syria with¬ 
out a complete Israeli withdrawal. 
Rabin isn’t naive; and yet he still 
says, in public at least, that he isn't 
ready to accept frill withdrawal. 

Still. Rabin does acknowledge 
that there has been progress in the 
talks with Syria. 

But the moment of truth is fast 
approaching. If there is any pro¬ 
gress with Syriavif a jointisraeli- 
Syrian Declaration of Principles is 
likely in the near future, it is be¬ 
cause foe Syrians already know 
that Israel is ready for frill with¬ 
drawal from the Golan. 

The Israeli public is also entitled 
to know tbe truth.

A brand new partnership in peace 


T HE growing gap between 
Israel and the Diaspora can¬ 
not be attributed simply to 
what happens in tbe Diaspora, es¬ 
pecially not just to growing assimi¬ 
lation there. 

To be sure, the campaign 
against assimilation'and to ensure 
Jewish “continuity" has contribut¬ 
ed to the Diaspora turning inward 
toward its own internal affairs, 
and to a widening of the gap with 
Israel. 

But the reasons for Diaspora 
disengagement from Israel are 
many. Some, like foe peace pro¬ 
cess, stem from here; others - as¬ 
similation, intermarriage, aging 
communities - are rooted in the 
Diaspora. These developments 
have led to major changes in tbe 
way communities allocate their re¬ 
sources. This is reflected in the 
proportion of community funds 
kept to ensure their own continu¬ 
ity; less is being sent to Israel. 

A profound ideological change 
has also occurred. Most younger 
Jews are liberals, rejecting all no¬ 
tions of national loyalty, and 
fierce in their defense of human 
and political rights. They show a 
clear inclination toward pluralism 
and individualism, enhancing tbe 
importance of personal and local 
communal affairs. Lastly, they 
display enmity toward the large 
Jewish organizations controlled by 
professionals loyal to Israel. 

Israel and its behavior also ac¬ 
counts for a widening of the gap.

American Jews feel deeply disap¬ 
pointed over what they perceive as 
Israel’s mediocrity and its failure 
to become an exemplary state. 
This unflattering image feeds their 
strong inclination to move toward 
Diaspora autonomy and reject Is¬ 
rael’s claim to centrality.

More recently. Diaspora Jews 
believe that Israel now faces no 
existential threat. On the con¬ 
trary: it is a tremendous military 
power, one which has. at times, 
used its overwhelming power un¬ 
justly, especially vis-h-vis the 
Palestinians. 

Peace and normalization in the 
region can only widen foe gap be¬ 
tween Israel and the Diaspora. 
Normalization, the quintessential 
Zionist dream, will surely weaken 
tbe “special relationship” be¬ 
tween Israel and Diaspora Jews. 


Today, US Jews' perception is 
that it is the existence of the Dias¬ 
pora that is under threat, not so 
much because of antisemitism, but 
because of assimilation. Thus, all 
the Jews who have, until now, 
supported Israel confidently are 
marshaling their energies for 
pressing problems at home. 

US Jews cannot do otherwise if 
they are to ensure foeir continuity. 
And yet, such a situation may be 
healthy, creating greater symme¬ 
try between Israeli and Diaspora 
Jews. 

Diaspora Jews will have rid 
themselves of domination by the 
' professionals, aSd-their Jewish or¬ 
ganizations will be controlled by 
people genuinely interested in 
continued Jewish existence. The 
result will be a Diaspora-lsracl re¬ 
lationship maintained voluntarily, 
and out of mutual interest and 
respect. 

_ This isn’t a post-Zionist analy¬ 
sis- It calls neither for the diminu¬ 
tion of foe Israeli-Diaspora con¬ 
nection; neither does it doubt tbe 
desirability of dose relations, be- 
tyreen these two parts of the Jew¬ 
ish people. It is a true interpreta¬ 
tion of Zionism toward the end of 
the 20th century, with peace, on 
foe threshold. v '

The answer in almost all 
cases-is that they are emotionally 
immature and underdeveloped. 
Not rooted in their parental homes, 
their spirits are starved. They can¬ 
not draw spiritual sustenance from 
parents who haven't any 
themselves. 

The human havoc of rising di¬ 
vorce rates, with children tossed be¬ 
tween separated parents, of young 
people dnven by their drirst for af¬ 
fection into nihilistic promiscuity — 
all these are part of the frightful 
price our society is paying for the 
sin of selfishness that has spread 
throughout our social structure. Its 
most obvious manife station is the 
attitude which sees children not as a 
blessing in themselves, but as ob¬ 
jects to be manipulated. 

The foundation of the healthy 
human family is love, sustaining not 
only children, but their parents as 
welL Artificially stopping up those 
weHsprings of the soul cannot be 
other than destructive. 

THE GLORY of Judaism is its 
unique synthesis of realism and

Yet it is precisely this reason¬ 
ableness of the Jewish attitude 
which has been twisted and falsi¬ 
fied beyond recogration. Of all 
groups and social strata through¬ 
out the Westerb world, Jews more 
than most have swallowed uncriti¬ 
cally the puerile preachments of 
social “prophets'’ who dominate 
the media with a message of self¬ 
ishness wrapped up in a pretty 
package of so-called science, lib¬ 
eralism, women’s rights, and oth¬ 
er popular slogans. These huck¬ 
sters even invented the term 
“people pollution” to disguise the 
anti-people poison that permeates 
their propaganda. 

Certainly, the developing world 
has nations whose natural increase 
is outrunning their own and the 
world’s resources. Yet it is patent¬ 
ly untrue that zero growth among 
Jews, or most Western countries, 
for that matter, would contribute 
one iota to solving the world’s ills. 
Every child bom in a developed 
country will, on average, produce 
far more than it consumes, helping 
to feed more hungry mouths in 
other countries. 


Israel is a dramatic example of 
this fundamental truth. The in¬ 
crease of Jews in Israel several¬ 
fold since statehood has trans¬ 
formed Israeli agriculture, making 
it a net exporter of food. Not only 
do Israelis feed themselves; they 
provide fruits and vegetables for 
Europe’s markets as well. Before 
the state, the far smaller popula¬ 
tion of the country could not raise 
enough food for its own needs. 

Unfortunately, Israel is an 
equally dramatic example of an¬ 
other less happy truth. In the early 
days of statehood, the problems of 
coping with massive immigration 
were overwhelming. Available re¬ 
sources were too meager to pro¬ 
vide adequate housing for the rap¬ 
id influx. There were also serious 
planning mistakes. The most seri¬ 
ous stemmed from a slavish accep¬ 
tance of then current fads of socio¬ 
logical theory. 

It was thought that, to adapt to 
the brave new-world of the Fifties 
and Sixties, the immigrants need¬ 
ed to be .introduced to the pattern 
of the nuclear family, with one or 
two children at most. Consequent¬ 
ly, housing units were small. This 
fitted in well with economic and 
even security considerations, since 
it meant constructing large build¬ 
ings containing numerous cubby¬ 
hole-sized individual apartments. 

Thus Israel’s towns rapidly 
filled up with housing which is a 
major fkctor in discouraging larg¬ 
er families. Unlike the Arabs, who 
build their homes with a view to 
extending them as their families 
grow, the Jews were - and to a 
large extent still are - cooped up 
in tight quarters. 

Family size vitally affects na¬ 
tional policy as well as the urgent 
personal needs of every one of us. 
We ignore this at our peril.

But with Am¬ 
man an hour’s distance from Jeru¬ 
salem, and Bethlehem and 
Ramallah literally perched on Je¬ 
rusalem (forget the future disposi¬ 
tion of Jerusalem), it should be 
obvious that many peace tourists 
will be based in cheaper Arab ho¬ 
tels. They will be escorted by 
Arab guides whose narrative of 
Mideast history merits a collective 
place of honor in David Bar-Il- 
lan’s Eye on the Media. As part of 
early empowerment, these guides 
have already been conceded re¬ 


sponsibility fqr all sites in Judea 
and Samaria, including the Tomb 
of the Patriarchs and Rachel's 
Tomb. 

Maybe we have tut upon the 
real meaning of peace tourism. 
Peace, in foe present govern¬ 
ment’s vocabulary, translates as 
foe surrender of tangible assets to 
foe Arabs'.' 

For “peace agriculture" read 
eliminating Jewish agriculture and 
importing sewage-enriched vege¬ 
tables from Gaza. Under the guise 
of “peace industry," our industri¬ 
alists will establish factories rely¬ 
ing on cheap Arab manpower and 
lay off Jewish factory workers. In 
a peace defense polity, foe Pales¬ 
tinian cops are the keystone, since 
Israel has abdicated many of its 
prerogatives in foe war against ter¬ 
ror. 

Is it any wonder that peace tour¬ 
ism, as currently envisaged, will 
transfer tourism benefits from Is¬ 
rael to its neighbors? 

A final word to Uzi Baram and 
his ad agency: Entrusting tourism 
to guides who deny or falsify the 
record of Jewish history in this 
region is a moral outrage and an 
information catastrophe. 

We can release a whole flock of 
doves into foe air. But, ultimately, 
well be viewed as foe pigeons.

Arab j ournalist-slaves 


A MONG civilized peoples, 
it it is assumed that a citi¬ 
zen has a right to express 
his opinion. But this isn’t the case 
in Third World, especially Arab, 
states. There, governments persist 
in viewing freedom of expression 
as a crime, to be punished harshly 
and arbitrarily. 

Journalists are persecuted and 
the news media victimized, espe¬ 
cially when there is a misunder¬ 
standing between two Arab coun¬ 
tries or leaders. In such cases, the 
authorities exploit foe media, and 
a media war is launched against 
foe rival state or leader. Battle is 
joined by foe press of both coun¬ 
tries. 

One example of this is what 
happened when the Declaration 
of Principles between the PLO 
and Israel was signed in Washing¬ 
ton last September. The Jordani¬ 
an news media began a savage at¬ 
tack against the FLO, accusing it 
of seceding from the Arab world 
and breaching Arab unity. The 
Jordanian media were playing a 
tune dictated to them by their 
masters, repeating incessantly that 
Jordan was the key to any solution 
in foe Middle East. 

When Jordan signed a peace 
treaty with Israel in Akaba recent¬ 
ly, foe Syrian press was in uproar. 
It launched a media war against 
foe Jordanian leadership for hav¬ 
ing signed a separate peace agree¬ 
ment with Israel. Whose press will 
stir up a similar row about Syria, 
should it sign an agreement with 
Israel? 

This deliberate misuse of foe 
media to highlight political dis¬ 
putes between leaderships and 
states evokes deep concern. 

How is it possible to create a 
free, independent and construc¬ 
tive press that can play a real, and 
effective role, worthy of the praise 
of public opinion? 

Concerning the Palestinian 
press of the occupied territories, 
foe situation is much worse. The 
ongoing Israeli occupation has un¬ 
doubtedly had very damaging ef¬ 
fects on foe professional perfor¬ 
mance of Palestinian journalists. 
As a consequence, the Palestinian 
press has alienated itself from its 
Palestinian readers, who have lost

interest in it, owing to the poor 
quality of its reporting and analy¬ 
sis. This is mostly because of the 
Israeli military censorship. 

Some months ago. the Israeli 
military censor sent a circular to 
all owners of Palestinian newspa¬ 
pers, warning them that they must 
stop publishing news from their 
correspondents in the occupied 
territories and limit their report-

ing to the news already broadcast 
by Israel Radio and TV. And even, 
those reports get censored from 
rime to time. 

HOW CAN a free press develop 
under military occupation, with a 
military censor deciding what to 
publish? 

Censorship, already very tight 
since February 1993, became even 
tighter after the Machpela Cave 
massacre on February 25, 1994. 
Permission to journalists from the 
territories to enter Israel and East 
Jerusalem was not given any 
more. This measure was extended 
even to those working for the Pal¬ 
estinian press, based in East 
Jerusalem. 

The many restrictions, abuses 
and violations during the years of 
occupation, have lowered the lev¬ 
el of Palestinian journalism. It will 
take a long time and much effort 
to improve the situation of the 
press in any substantial way. 

A workshop held in Paris in July 
by Reporters Sans Frontiers,' a 
European group dedicated to pro¬ 
tecting journalists the world over, 
provided some useful recommen¬ 
dations on promoting a free press. 


But on the same day that the par¬ 
ticipating journalists reached 
agreement on what should be 
done and by whom. President 
Yasser Arafat surprised us by an¬ 
nouncing the suspension of the 
distribution of the Jerusalem- 
based newspaper An-Nahar in the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

This was because of the political 
crisis that had engulfed Palestin- 
ian-Jordanian relations, arising 
out of the crisis concerning Jerusa¬ 
lem in general, and the holy sites 
in particular. An-Nahar was an 
early victim of this crisis because 
of its alleged “Jordanian tenden¬ 
cies,” according to the Palestinian 
leadership. 

Matters got worse when, a few 
days later, Al-Quds sacked one of 
its leading journalists because he 
had signed a petition against the 
suspension of An-Nahar which 
was submitted to Arafat, This il¬ 
lustrates the prejudice and harm 
to which journalists' rights are 
constantly exposed. Freedom of 
expression seems to be right at the 
bottom of the list of priorities for 
Palestinian ^ociety. ^ 

Then, a” week or "so later, the 
• head of the Jerusafens'pistrict'in 
the Israeli Ministry' of Interior 
cancelled foe license to publish the 
Jerusalem-based AI-Bayan. on foe 
pretext that the paper had ties to 
foe Islamic opposition movement 
Hamas. 

How long will the freedom of 
the Arab press remain in servitude 
to foe authorities, and how long 
will Arab journalists remain the 
slaves of their governments? If the 
journalists cannot liberate them¬ 
selves, the emancipation of the 
press in Arab states is unlikely. 

Arab journalists may take part 
in endless conferences, workshops 
and sem inars on the theme of free¬ 
dom of the press. But as soon us 
they return to their countries, all 
the declarations made during 
these gatherings evaporate from 
their minds. 

How can Arabs/Palesrinians 
build a free and independent 
press, one that isn't for hire or 
open to subjugation?

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Russia’s war on inflation Fruit, vegetables push CPI up by 1.1%

ST. PETERSBURG (Reuteri - 
Russia's Central Bank chief Vik¬ 
tor Gerashchenko vowed yester¬ 
day to make fighting inflation a 
priority in 1995. bur warned that 
tight money and a payments crisis 
would bring an “unprecedented 
fall” in output. 

“Time has shown chat moder¬ 
ately tough monetary policies 
were justified.” Gerashchenko, a 
conservative who has only recent¬ 
ly donned a monetarist hat. told a 
banking conference. 

“A movement towards stabili¬ 
zation in monetary’ and credit 
spheres has appeared in the third 
year of economic reform," 

Positive interest rates, a rela¬ 
tively stable ruble, the growth of 
interbank credit markets and 
Treasury bills sales to finance the 
budget deficit were encouraging 
signs of a stabilization in the Rus¬ 
sian economy. Gerashchenko 
said. 

Treasury bills were first issued 
in May 1993. Since then, turnover 
has risen to the equivalent of S45 
million a day. 

“Positive interest rates, along 
with relative stability in the ruble, 
encourage savings and promote 
domestic investment,” Gerash¬ 
chenko said. “We've launched a 
completely new mechanism of 


macro-economic policies. It is Far 
from perfect but it allows us to 
fight inflation.” 

Gerashchenko said monthly in¬ 
flation would be steady at 4.5 per¬ 
cent in September after 4.0% in 
August, and fall gradually to 3% or 
slightly more by the end of 1995. 
Inflation has fallen steadily from a 
1994 peak of 22% in January. 

But Gerashchenko said it was 
too eurl> to rejoice. The cost of 
deflationary policies would be 
dear, he warned. 

“This is not yet a victory." Ger¬ 
ashchenko said. "The normal func¬ 
tioning of the monetary system is 
not possible without stabilization in 
other sectors of the economy." 

“The results of this year will be 
contradictory. Along with positive 
signs there will be an unprecedent¬ 
ed fail in output, accompanied by 
a non-payment crisis and worsen¬ 
ing financial situation in almost ail 
sectors of production.” he said. 

Some Western bankers agreed. 

“Russia must have sready cur¬ 
rency to stabilize its economy, but 
on the other hand it must have 
stable economy to achieve a 
steady currency.” said Thomas 
Gagnon, vice-president of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of Boston.

Industrial output fell 23.4% in 
January-August over 1993. Many 
economists and bankers, howev¬ 
er, do not believe in official statis¬ 
tics because they ignore a boom¬ 
ing private sector. 


THE Consumer Price Index 
jumped 1.1 percent in August, 
marking the sixth consecutive 
month with inflation of one per¬ 
cent or more. 

Central Bureau of Statistics 
spokesman David Neuman re¬ 
ported that inflation is now esti¬ 
mated to be running at 14.5% 
annually. 

Fruit and vegetable prices 
jumped ahead of housing prices, 
contributing 0.4 percentage points 
to the index, with housing contrib¬ 
uting only 0.3%. Together, they 
made up nearly two-thirds of the 
index’s rise. 

Housing prices moderated their 
upward course last month, after 
accelerating in previous months 
and heating up overall inflation. 
According to the bureau's bi¬ 
monthly housing price survey, 
during June and July prices rose 
1.1% compared to 3.2% in the 
previous two months. This was the 
lowest increase registered since 
March 1992. 

Apartment prices rose 1.5% 
last month, while rents rose a 
more moderate 0.9%, pushing 
overall housing prices up 1.4%. 
Since August 1993, housing prices 
have shot up 28%. 

The cost of a standard basket of 
goods and services for the average 
urban family rose to NIS 6,070, in¬ 
cluding housing, compared with 
NIS 6,005 in July. Excluding hous¬ 
ing, the basket cost NIS 4,650, 
compared with NTS 4,610.

Nestle profits rise 1.7 percent in first half: Nestle SA, the world's 
largest food and beverages group, yesterday said profits rose 1.7 
percent in the first six months as a strong Swiss franc undermined 
profitability. 

The company said the pace of profit growth would increase in 
the second half and that turnover for 1994 should rise slightly 
provided the exchange rates of leading currencies regained a 
certain stability between now and December. 

Group net profits rose to $990.6m. from 5975m. in the first six 
months of last year. Total sales fell slightly to S21.33 billion from 
521.41b. Reuter 


Saint-Gobain first-half profits soar: French glassmaker Saint- 
Gobain said yesterday its first-half profits ^limped to FF 1.26 
billion in the first-half of 1994, above many analysts' expectations. 

The results were good news for the company, whose shares 
were hit by an announcement last week that its chairman Jean- 
Louis Beffa had been called in for questioning in a corruption 
probe. 

Saint-Gobain reported net attributable profit of FF 452m. for 
the same period a year ago. 

Saint-Gobain finance director Jean-Francois Phelizon told 
Reuters the second-half should continue in the same vein. Reuter 


British consumers buy less In August as prices rise: British retail 
sales unexpectedly fell 0.3 percent last month as consumers 
recoiled in the face of sharp price increases when summer dis¬ 
counting ended, figures published yesterday showed. 

Economists said the decline was evidence that fears of inflation, 
which have gripped financial markets since the Bank of England 
raised interest rates on Monday, were exaggerated. 

The Central Statistical Office (CSO) said the 0.3% fall reduced 
the closely watched year-on-year growth rate of retail sales from 
3.8% in July to 2.9% - the lowest annual rate since February, 
before tax rises took effect. 

The July rise was revised upwards to 0.6% from 0.4% but the 
CSO said that was due to a downward revision to the June index. 
July volumes were in fact unchanged. Reuter 


Britain invites bidders for fifth terrestrial TV station: Britain's 
television industry watchdog yesterday invited candidates to bid 
for a license to run a new terrestrial British TV station, Channel 5. 

The Independent Television Commission (ITC) has been pon¬ 
dering for months whether to readvertise the license. It did so in 
December 1992. but rejected the sole bidder because it was 
dissatisfied with its business plan. 

But it is still not certain the channel will go ahead. Reuter

Jonathan Katz, head of the Eco¬ 
nomic Modeling and Forecasting 
organization, said the smaller rise 
in housing prices was good news 
and was an important sign of low¬ 
er inflation ahead. He added that 
he expected that housing prices 
will increase less than the overall 
index this month. 

Fruit and vegetable prices, on 
the other hand, surged 9.1% last 
month, rising 19.7% since the be¬ 
ginning of the year, compared 
with 19.2% for housing. Fresh 
vegetable prices shot up 25.6%, 
while fresh fruit prices rose 9.8%. 
Katz, however, said that unlike 
housing, fruit and vegetable prices 
hikes are of a temporary nature 
and, should normal growing con¬ 
ditions prevail, prices will drop 
next year and have a disinflation¬ 
ary effect. 

The price of zucchini jumped 
28.4% last month, as did the 
prices of cucumbers (23.1%), to¬ 
matoes (22.4%), potatoes 
(16.2%), carrots (14.6%), string 
beans (12.7%) and eggplant 
(12.4%). The price of melon shot 
up 41.5%, watermelon. 37%; 
pomegranate, 33%;' oranges, 
15.4%; peaches, 14.5% and plums 
9.4%. By contrast, mango prices 
dropped 15.7%, grapes, 13.5% 
and bananas, 1.3%. 

August's 3.7% cost-of-living 
wage adjustment contributed to 
the 2% rise in the residential con¬ 


struction input index, as the wage 
component increased by 3.1%. 
According to Katz, bousing prices 
would have risen even more mod¬ 
erately without the cost-of-iiving 
adjustment. 

Katz sees the moderation in 
housing prices as the resoit of the 
significant drop in the public's fi¬ 
nancial assets following the stock 
market's fall earlier this year. The 
impact of consumers’ perceived 
erosion of their wealth is lag gi ng 
by four to six months, be said. 

Katz warned, however, that it is 
too early to celebrate. “I can't say 
the trend won’t reverse itself,"- he 
said. 

He sees a possibility that the 
new tax on the stock market wOl 
create a shift away from stocks 
and into real estate, and that con¬ 
sequently greater demand for 
housing will push prices upward. 

Katz said that the 0.8% rise in 
the Producer Price Index was 
slightly worrisome, after it bad 
only increased by 0.5% in July. 
He noted that part of the rise can 
be explained by seasonal factors, 
such as the increase in the price of 
textiles before the winter season. 

Katz expects that this month's 
index will be very similar to Au¬ 
gust's, although it could be slightly 
higher, as the prices of govern? 
ment services will contribute 025% 
to the index, reflecting higher 
public transportation, telephone, 


postal service and education 
prices. 

August's rise brought the index 
to 114.3 points on a baseline aver¬ 
aging 100 m 1993. compared with 
113.1 points in July. 

In response to last month’s CPI. 
Manufacturers Association Presi¬ 
dent Dan Propper said that the rise 
in inflation was not the main prob¬ 
lem facing the country’s economy, 
but rather the large trade gap. He 
blamed the Bank of Israel’s mone¬ 
tary and exchange rate policy for 
slowing down the economy. 

In particular. Propper criticized 
the central bank's interest rare 
hikes that are aimed at contending 
with 14.5% inflation, while the ex¬ 
change rate policy assumes an in¬ 
flation rate of 8%, making exports 
more expensive and imports 
cheaper.

Frenkel: Our economy too Western 
for regional common market 


A YEAR after the historic peace 
agreement with the Palestinians, 
Bank of Israel Governor Jacob 
Frenkel splashed cold water on 
visions of economic integration 
between Israel and the Arabs. 

Frenkel said Tuesday that Isra¬ 
el’s Western-oriented economy 
was incompatible with that of its 
Middle Eastern neighbors, and ef¬ 
forts should be focused instead on 
drawing Western investors by cre¬ 
ating an atmosphere'of stability. 

"I don’t belieteJthat tile nature “ 
of the economies in the Middle 
East is such that will create a type 
of European Common Market or 
a type of NAFTA, North Ameri¬ 
can Free Trade Agreement, with 
the benefits that such marriages 
entail," Frenkel said. 

In the initial euphoria following 
the landmark Israel-PLO peace 
accord, some officials predicted 
eventual regional economic 
integration. 

But Frenkel told foreign jour¬ 
nalists that even intra-Arab trade 
was only seven percent of the re¬ 
gional total. He added that Israel’s 
economy, with its emphasis on 
high-tech exports, was not struc¬ 
tured for trade with its poorer 
neighbors. 

Israel's per-capita income is

Bundesbank leaves interest rates unchanged 


FRANKFURT (Reuter) - The Bundesbank said yes¬ 
terday it had left its discount and Lombard interest 
rates unebanged at a meeting of its policy-making 
council. 

The discount rate remains at 4.5 percent and the 
Lombard rate at 6%. 

The central bank's third-leading interest rate, the 
securities repurchase rate, or repo, was held at 
4.S5% for the next two weeks. The bank has an¬ 
chored the repo rate at this level since late July. 

Few in the markets had expected any policy 
moves, and both bond and stock markets in Germany 
ticked higher on the news. 

Analysts and market players bad almost unani-. 
mously agreed that the meetiag would yield no inter¬ 
est rate cut. 

' German government bond futures edged higher 
immediately after the news, with the December bund 
contract rising to 88.86 paints after 88.80. 

German share prices rose slightly. The DAX index 


of 30 leading shares was down 3.96 points on the day 
at 2.120.16 at 1035 GMT, up from 2,117.85 just 
before the news. 

Analysts said comments made this week by the 
Bundesbank’s deputy president Johann Wilhelm 
Gaddum had all but ruled out a near-term rate move.

PARIS (Reuter) - France's con¬ 
servative government is planning 
to raise the ceiling on taxes paid by 
companies to local authorities in a 
controversial measure slammed by 
business as bad for jobs and bad 
for the economy. 

An official source said yesterday 
the government planned to raise 
the ceiling on the so-called rare 
professionnelle (professional tax) 
to 4 percent from 3.5% of a com¬ 
pany’s value-added - roughly 
speaking its profits. 

The measure, expected to save 
some $945.9 milli on a year, is due 
to be included in the 1995 budget 
which will be announced on 
Wednesday. 

The tax is fixed by local authori¬ 
ties as a percentage of a company's 
wage bfll plus the rental value of 
its fixed assets. 

The source said the government 
had faced an increasingly large 
drain on its funds as it topped up 
corporate contributions to the pro¬ 
fessional tax which are capped by 
the ceiling. 

These government transfers had 
reached at least $3.78 billion a 
year as the tax needs of local au¬ 
thorities rose. 

However, the employers' asso¬ 
ciation, the CNPF, attacked the 
plans to raise the professional tax, 
and the less significant apprentice¬ 
ship tax, as imposing yet another 
burden on French companies.

LONDON (Reuter) - The 300- 
year-old Lloyd’s of London insur¬ 
ance market yesterday announced 
a new strategy for collecting debts 
from its individual backers, known 
as Names. 

Lloyd's chairman David Row¬ 
land said Names owed $2.03 bil¬ 
lion in unpaid cash calls for losses 
incurred since 1988, when the mar¬ 
ket was hit by a wave of pollution, 
liability and catastrophe claims. 

Lloyd’s said that it is setting np a 
Financial Recovery Department 
which will adopt “a new strategy 
based on a constructive approach 
to individual Names.” 

“Where Names owe us money 
and are able 10 pay it, they should 
pay it in the interests of the Society 
[of Lloyd’s] as a whole,” Rowland 
told a news conference. 

However, he stressed that 
Lloyd’s had no intention of using 
strong-arm tactics against Names, 
many of whom are elderly and 
have been overwhelmed by the 
scale of losses they face. 

“We are not planning to send 
the bailiffs in or kick down the 
doors of little old ladies,”, he said. 
“The vast majority of Names 
would like to resolve the situation 
and we will seek to collect these 
funds by normal commercial 
methods." 

Lloyd's chief executive Peter 
Middleton said the new approach 
would aim to reach agreement 
with Names through dialogue, and 
would come to a settlement with 
those Names whose liabilities ex¬ 
ceeded their assets. 

“Where assets are less than li¬ 
abilities, we will enter into a dia¬ 
logue and agree the sum that they 
should pay," he said. 

The amount owed by Names is 
down from $3.6b. in June, but is 
rising year on year as more losses - 
so far more than $12J2b. - keep 
piling up.

Allies politely indifferent 
to US’s Haiti invasion plans 


WITH the countdown accelerating to a likely 
US-led invasion to oust Haiti's military rulers, 
Washington's allies in Europe and beyond 
watch in bemused indifference. 

The main focus is on how President Bill 
Clinton, seen as a waverer and foreign policy 
novice with no military experience, comes to 
terms with the use of force. 

Only Central American states have agreed 
to join the United Slates in a UN-sanctioned 
military operation to remove the generals who 
toppled democratically-elected president Jean- 
Bertrand Aristide in 1991. 

Other allies are considering, but few have 
firmly accepted, requests to help police the 
Caribbean state for several months after the 
initial battle is over. 

“Haiti is seen as America's backyard. No 
one is very excited about this." a European 
diplomat said “The main interest is probably 
in how Clinton comes to grips with using 
force." 

The Haiti crisis has hardly nudged its way 
onto front pages in Europe and Clinton's prep¬ 
arations for military intervention have received 
none of the media glare of the rim^tipto the 
1991 Gulf-War. 

Nor have there been the anti-American 
demonstrations and charges of imperialism 
which accompanied previous US military ac¬ 
tions in the Gulf. Panama. Libya and Grenada. 

Only communist China and Libyan leader 
Muammar Gaddafi, who may himself fear

armed US intervention over the Lockerbie jet 
bombing, have publicly criticised the LIS threat 
to invade. 

Britain, traditionally America's staunchest 
ally and with its own interest in Caribbean 
stability, is sending a frigate and a refuelling 
ship it has in the West "indies plus a dozen 
military instructors to back the US military 
effort. 

France will send about 100 policemen to 
help keep order after the US military opera¬ 
tion, the Foreign Ministry said yesterday. 

Ministry spokeswoman Catherine Colonna 
said France believed the generals who seized 
power in the former French colony in 1991, 
overthrowing Aristide, must be made to leave. 

Explaining Paris's unwillingness to take part 
in the military action, she said France had far- 
flung peacekeeping commitments to the Unit¬ 
ed Nations and noted there had been no diffi¬ 
culty in putting together an intervention force. 

France was Haiti's colonial master until the 
early 19th century and helped save Aristide's 
life'when he was ousted. 

Former Haitian dictator Jean-Claude “Baby 
Doc” Duvalier has lived in luxurious exile in 
France since he was overthrown in 1986, end¬ 
ing three decades of brutal rule by his family. 

Belgium said it had accepted in principle a 


US request to send up to 60 military police 
after an intervention. Belgian media suggested 
Brussels' willingness to help might be aimed at 
securing US approval for the appointment of 
Belgian Foreign Minister Willy Claes as 
NATO secretary-general. 

In Italy and Spain, reaction to the looming 
war clouds in the Caribbean has been muted to 
the point of silence. 

Italian Defense Minister Cesare Previti, cur¬ 
rently in the United States, was quoted as 
saying Italy had turned down a request to 
contribute police to keep order after an 
invasion. 

Danish Foreign Minister Niels Helveg Peter¬ 
sen said Denmark had been asked for help by 
Washington and was considering sending po¬ 
licemen or other assistance under UN auspices 
after the intervention, possibly as part of a 
Nordic force. 

In an effort to involve as many countries as 
possible, Washington has gone as far afield as 
India, Bangladesh. Israel and Finland in search 
of contributions. 

But Deputy Foreign Minister Yossi Beilin 
suggested on Wednesday that Israel may haver 
to reconsider its promise to the United States 
to send a police unit. 

Asked about the risk of Israelis losing their 
lives, he told Israel Radio: "We will have to 
study the situation at its essence and see wheth¬ 
er we can send our volunteers or whether the 
thing will be too problematic.” (Reuter) 


DNA tests: 
Simpson’s 
blood 
present at 
murder site 

LOS ANGELES (API - Final DNA 
test results show O-J. Simpson was 
the source of at least some of the 
blood drops leading from the bodies 
of his ex-wife and her friend, the 
Los Angeles Times said yesterday. 

Tests of genetic material are still 
being conducted by two laborato¬ 
ries and some are inconclusive, but 
a batch of final results was for¬ 
warded to defense lawyers and 
prosecutors, the Times said. 

Hie results point to a match be¬ 
tween Simpson's blood and at least 
two of the blood drops found near 
the bodies of Nicole Brown Simp¬ 
son and Ronald Goldman, uniden¬ 
tified sources close to the case told 
the newspaper. 

Lead defense attorney Robert 
Shapiro said the judge has directed 
lawyers not to discuss evidence. 

Simpson, 47. has pleaded inno¬ 
cent to two counts of murder. Jury 
selection is to begin Sept. 26. 

Simpson, a former football star, 
television sports commentator and 
ad pitchman, is the roost famous 
American to be charged with mur¬ 
der in recent years. 

As his lawyers continue the cost¬ 
ly work. Simpson has began liqui¬ 
dating more Hum half a milliftn 
dollars in stock he acquired while 
serving on four corporate boards. 

Simpson's defense is expected to 
cost between $2 million and $4 mil¬ 
lion, according to the National 
Law Journal. Papers from his 15192 
divorce estimated his net worth at 
$10 million, but much of that was 
tied up in real estate. 

Simpson disclosed last week that 
he had sold $270,000 of stock in 
Qyrfc Inc., a maker of promotional 
T-shirts, caps and similar Items, for 
a pretax profit of $150,000. 

Simpson disclosed the stock sale 
in a Securities and Exchange Com¬ 
mission filing. It was first reported 
Wednesday by The Waff Street 
Journal, which also said be made a 
profit of about $170,000 selling 
stock in Forsdmer Group Inc., an 
importer of Swiss Army knives and 
kitchen cutlery. 

Simpson’s personal attorney, 
LcRoy Taft, didn't return rails in¬ 
quiring about the stock sales and 
bow the proceeds will be used. 

Simpson resigned in July From 
the boards ofCyrk, Forschner and- 
Infiniti Broadcast Corp.*- 1 +• 

Also Wednesday, Simpson's 
lawyers moved to suppress more 
than 100 items of evidence seized 
from Simpson’s home and cars in 
five different searches they claim 
were illegal. 


British parties prepare 
nervously for conferences

BRITAIN’S three major political 
parties are preparing for (heir an¬ 
nual jaunts to the seaside - and 
they all have a nasty feeling that 
the tide may be going out. 

It is the annual conference sea¬ 
son when party grandees mix with 
grass roots supporters, and are of¬ 
ten told home truths by those out¬ 
side the cloistered atmosphere of 
Westminster. 

Next week it is the turn of the 
minority Liberal Democrats, 
whose triumphs in local council 
elections in May are now a distant 
memory as they grapple with a 
new-look opposition Labor Party 
threatening to occupy their, cen¬ 
trist ground. 

On October 3, Labor itself 
meets, its hopes of a triumphant 
conference to greet new - leader 
Tony Blair dented slightly by an 
opinion poll yesterday showing its 
huge lead over the ruling Conser¬ 
vatives has begun to fade. 

The following week. Prime 
Minister John Major faces his rest¬ 
less Conservative troops after a 
year when his party, in power 
since 1979, has looked tired, short 
on ideas and accident-prone. - 

At the conferences of the two 
opposition parties, the question 
will be whether the momentum 
built up on the back of Conserva¬ 
tive unpopularity can be sustained 
as the economy continues steady, 
non-lnflationary growth. 

The opinion poll in yesterday's 
Guardian newspaper suggested 
Labor, on 45 percent, would be 
only 12 points ahead of the Con¬ 


servatives if a general election was 
called. 

This is the narrowest lead in any. 
poll since Blair became leader in. 
July. “The sobering news for the: 
Labor leader is that the honey-? 
moon may be over.” the Guardian^ 
newspaper commented. 

The same poll put the Liberal 
Democrats on 18 percent, almost 
exactly the vote percentage they 
achieved at the 1992 general elec¬ 
tion when they won just 20 of the 
651 seats in The House of: 
Commons. 

For the Liberal Democrats, the 
task next week in Brighton will be 
to convince sceptical voters that 
they are still in the fight despite 
Blair's movement of Labor to the 
centre ground. 

The party was formed by a 
merger of the centrist Liberals and 
a Social Democrat party led by: 
former ministers who resigned’ 
from Labor in the 1980s in protest 
at hard left policies. • 

Now tha t those Labor policies: 
have been reversed, political com¬ 
mentators say the Liberal Demo¬ 
crats must convince voters it has a 
future as a distinct, separate party. 

‘The period of Lib Dem gains on 
die back of a discredited far left 
Labor Party is being supplanted by 
one of Lib Dem consolidation on 
the back of a centrist Labor Party ,"* 
sympathetic Guardian columnist 
Hugo Young’ wrote yesterday. \ 

“We are going to have to keep 
raising our game." outgoing partji 
president Charles Kennedy admit-?

Rare Lennon recording 
fetches $122,000 


LONDON (Reuter) - A unique 
recording by John Lennon on the 
day he met Paul McCartney was 
sold at auction yesterday to the 
Beaties’ record companv for 
£78.500 ($122,900). 

“That’s a good price for a slice 
of history," David Hughes of EMI 
Records said after buying the 
scratchy five-minute recording 
that had lain in a bank vault for 
more than 30 years. 

Bea tie mania still reigned su¬ 
preme 30 years after the group’s 
heydav as a private collector paid 
£52.100 ($81,520) for the drurns- 
kin portrayed on the cover of their 
album “Sergeant Pepper’s Lonely 
Hearts Club Band". 

But the star of the auction was 
the Lennon recording. 

“It is the very first and earliest 
known recording of John Lennon 
that has been found and also was 
recorded on the day John met 
Paul. That partnership was to 
change the course of rock and 
roll.” said Sotheby's pop expert 
Steven Maycock. 

The recording of the Quarry- 
men, a group led by 16-year-old 
John Lennon, was made on July 
6, 1957 at a church fete in the 


northern English city of Liver¬ 
pool. birthplace of the Beatles 
who changed the face of pop 
music. 

The recording was made on a 
bulky Grundig reel-to-reel porta¬ 
ble by Bob Molyneux, now a 53- 
year-old retired policeman. 

After a brief snatch of the 
grainy recording of Lennon's un- 
mistakeable rasp echoed round 
Sotheby's ornate auction room, he 
confessed: “It still gives me goose 
pimples after 37 years.” 

Lennon, who was shot dead by 
a crazed fan in New York in 1980, 
is heard singing Elvis Presley’s 
“Baby Let’s Play House” and the 
British skiffle number one “Put¬ 
tin' on the Style” by Lonnie 
Donegao. 

Molyneux said he was thrilled to 
hear that the recording might now 
reach a much wider audience. “I 
am delighted it is going to be ap¬ 
preciated.” he said when told of 
the EMI purchase. 

In true pop fable tradition, it 
was a dark and stormy night when 
Lennon first met McCartney, a 
chubby-faced 15-year-old who 
came along to hear the 
Quarrymen. 


Space shuttle 
laser-maps 
typhoon 
in Pacific 

SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) 
- The US Space Shuttle Discov¬ 
ery's cloud-mapping laser scanned 
the eye of Typhoon Melissa from 
high above the Pacific Ocean yes¬ 
terday to give atmospheric scien¬ 
tists a detailed profile of the 
churning storm. 

Despite a troublesome data re¬ 
corder, scientists operating the 
$25 million laser from Johnson 
Space Center are giving it rave 
reviews for providing unprece¬ 
dented data on global climate. 

“The instrument is actually op¬ 
erating flawlessly, beyond expec¬ 
tation. We can’t be happier,” said 
project scientist Pat McCormick. 

The green-hued laser light, 
emitted in three frequencies, is be¬ 
ing bounced in split-second pulses 
off clouds, atmospheric pollutants 
and the Earth's surface and back 
to Discovery.' An on-board tele¬ 
scope collects the reflections for 
researchers to evaluate. 

The shuttle is flying as far north 
as Moscow and as far south as 
Cape Horn to cover as much of 
the atmosphere as possible. 

This is the first time a laser has 
been used from space for atmo¬ 
spheric research, although such 
technology has been used from 
aircraft and the ground for de¬ 
cades. Scientists hope to orbit the 
devices eventually on satellites. 

Since Friday’s shuttle launch, 
the laser has scanned cloud forma¬ 
tions, urban smog, dust storms in 
the Sahara Desert and smoke 
from burning forests in South 
America and Africa. 

Typhoon Melissa has gathered 
intensity in the central Pacific. La¬ 
ser readings as Discovery passed 
260 kms overhead should yield data 
on cloud height and density, tem¬ 
peratures at various cloud levels 
and information on cloud particles. 

Also yesterday. Discovery 
closed in on a sun-watching satel¬ 
lite named Spartan fora late-after- 
noon retrieval. The shuttle has 
trailed Spartan since astronauts 
released it Tuesday. 

Shuttle commander Richard 
Richards was faced with the possi¬ 
bility of a rendezvous without Dis¬ 
covery's radar, which failed to lock 
on to the satellite during Tuesday's 
deployment. Hale said the radar 
exhibited a similar problem before 
the flight, but technicians' repairs 
seem to have failed.

Baseball season strikes out 


NEW Y0RK.(AP) ~ Even before the oom- 
missioher stepped to the micropboDe and 
began talldng about it bdi^ a sad day, 
every(»e knew what was coming. - 

Baseball-was done for 1994. The exciting 
pennant races,, the. straggle to break some 
of- the sport’s most hallowed records, even 
tfre Worid Series - finished. 

Yet not even acting commissioner Bud 
Setig could answer the big question: What’s 
■ next? 

Maybe starting spring training with re¬ 
placement players. Maybe an entirely new 
league made up -of major leaguers. Maybe 
no baseball at alL 

“Baseball, as I knew it growing up, is 
gone,” said Philadelphia Phillies pitcher 
Curt Schilling. 

■ Selig called off the remainder of an ex- 
traorttinary season on Wednesday, Day 34 
of die players’ strike. The sticking point was 
a. cap on player salaries that owners 
want to impose. 

_ Many fans had no sympathy for either 


“1 think there are going to be a lot of 
people that say, 'You took away something 
I really enjoyed and rained my summer,’” 
said William Ryan of Boca Raton, Florida. 
“To shut down the national pastime is the 
ultimate act of selfishness.” 

Twenty-six of the 28 teams voted to can¬ 
cel Baltimore owner Peter Angelos agreed 
with idea, but wanted to reword the resolu¬ 


tion. Cincinnati owner Marge Schott said 
minor leaguers shnnld be used to continue 
the season, Selig said. 

**Tbis is a sad day,” Selig said in a faxed 
state m en t . “Nobody wanted this to happen, 
bat the continuing player strike leaves us no 
choice but to take this action.** 

“When people think back to what the 
final image of the 1994 season will be,” 
countered union head Donald Fehr, “it may 
be Bud Selig at a press conference protest¬ 
ing pain and gnashing his teeth but never¬ 
theless. going ahead and dashing the hopes 
and dreams of many people.” 

President Clinton, meanwhile, said may¬ 
be jt was time for government to take some 
action and consider taking away baseball's 
antitrust exemption. 

In the meantime, the game may start 
taking a new shape. 

Barring a deal - which few expect until 
March at the earliest - players and owners 
will try to wipe each other out. 

Owners win declare an impasse and im¬ 
pose a salary cap, players will refuse to sign 
contracts, and agent Dick Moss - Fchr’s 
predecessor as union counsel - will try to 
organize the first new major league since 
the Federal League look the field in 1914- 
15. 

Boston Red Sox chief executive officer 
John Harrington says owners may open 
camps in the spring and try to start 1995 
with replacement players. 

“If we have to, we will because we have 


to start the process of conducting next sea¬ 
son,” be said. 

Current major leaguers say they won't, 
show up. 

“History shows the players have stayed 
together better than almost any other 
unio n," s?id Los Angeles Dodgers pitcher 
Orel Hershiser. “Z don't think people would 
cross the line.” 

Even though about a third of the season 
wasn’t played, the Baseball Writers Associ¬ 
ation of America will give post-seasoQ 
awards. 

The BBWAA determines the Most Valu¬ 
able Players, Cy Young Awards for pitch¬ 
ers, Rookies of the Year and Managers of 
the Year. 

All of the season’s statistics count Look 
at what might have been accomplished if 
the season had been completed: Tony 
Gwynn finished at 394, the highest batting 
average since Ted Williams hit .406 in 1941. 

San Francisco’s Matt Williams, who was 
chasing Roger Maris’s record of 61 home 
rims, finished with a major league-leading 
43. Chicago's Frank Thomas and Cleve¬ 
land’s Albert Belle both were among the 
American Leagne leaders in average, 
homers and RBIs, but their Triple Crown 
hopes have been extinguished. 

And there will be no World Series for the 
first time since 1904, when it was only a year 
old. 

“World War I couldn’t stop the World 
Series and neither could World War II, 


even an earthquake couldn’t stop it,” said 
Pirates player representative AI Martin. 
“It’s very sad. It’s almost too much to 
comprehend.” 

“Everyone wants to have the chance to 
play in the World Series,” Chicago While 
Sox manager Gene Lamont said. “We 
thought we had a good chance.” 

“It's hard on us, it’s hard on the Indians, 
and Yankees. It's tough on everybody but 
it’s even tougher on teams that thought they 
had a chance,” he said. 

The White Sox were leading the AL Cen¬ 
tral when the strike started August 12. Tex¬ 
as, which has never won a division champi¬ 
onship, and the New York Yankees, who 
have not won the World Series since 1978, 
also were in first place. 

But nowhere did the cancellation hurt as 
much as in Oeveland. The Indians, out of 
postseason play since 1954, were bolding 
the AL wild-card spot and drawing sellout 
crowds to new Jacobs Field. 

“1 think there's a little bit of Cleveland 
Indians fan in every fan in America, with 
the success story we’ve had,” general man¬ 
ager John Hart said. “This hurt all of us 
here. It most definitely hurts every fan.” 

“Baseball games are won and lost be¬ 
cause of errors - and this will go down as the 
biggest ‘E’ of all,” said former commission¬ 
er Peter Ueberroth. “The losers are the 
fans and there is no winner. 1994 - the 
season that struck itself oul”

92 gave birth, 
80 fainted on 
quiet Yom Kippur

OVER 100 children were injured 
in bicycle and skateboard acci¬ 
dents and some 80 persons fainted 
during a Yom Kippur fast that was 
otherwise mostly uneventful. 

The streets of Jerusalem were 
rilled during Wednesday night and 
yesterday with people on their way 
to pray at synagogues and at the 
Western Wall. 

The traditional quiet in the capi¬ 
tal was preserved, with few cars 
passing through the streets. Police 
said beefed-up forces secured the 
paths leading to the Western Wall 
and the plaza itself. 

Children turned out in droves to 
bicycle on deserted streets 
throughout the country, despite 
calls to parents to keep their chil¬ 
dren at home out of respect for the 
holiday. 


Magen David Adorn personnel 
responded, to 2,029 calls over Yom 
Kippur. Doctors treated 99 pet 
at first aid stations, while ano 
1,257 people were brought by am¬ 
bulance to hospitals. 

Ninety-two women gave birth to 
Yom Kippur babies, four of whom 
were delivered at home or in am¬ 
bulances on the way to the 
hospital. 

In Ashdod, a fight broke out in 
a synagogue at about 3 p.m yester¬ 
day after a 50-year-old man de¬ 
manded that another worshiper 
get out of his seat. The two ex¬ 
changed punches and the prayers 
were halted. Other worshipers in¬ 
tervened and found seats for the 
two far away from each other.

Families to go ahead with suit 
over 1972 Olympic massacre 


MUNICH (Reuter) - Relatives of 
the Israeli athletes killed at the 
1972 Munich Olympics plan to sue 
Germany next week for S26 mil¬ 
lion in belated damag es, their law¬ 
yers said on Wednesday. 

Palestinian gunmen broke into 
the Israeli team quarters during 
the Olympics, killing two Israelis 
and taking nine hostage. Police 
mounted a rescue attempt at Fuer- 
stenfeldbruck airport, but all nine 
captives died in a shootout along 
with five Palestinians and a 
policeman. 

Munich attorney Christoph 
Rueckel, whose office is repre¬ 
senting the families, accused po¬ 
lice and government officials of 
bungling a planned rescue mission 
rhat ended with the deaths of all 
hostages and kidnappers. 

Rueckel said the suit would be 
filed next week in Munich court 
unless the German government 
and the state of Bavaria agreed to 
an out-of-court settlement 


“This is not a matter of making 
money, this is a question of finding 
a reasonable and honorable solu¬ 
tion," Rueckel told reporters at a 
joint news conference with the Is¬ 
raeli attorney for the plaintiffs, 
Pinchas Zeltzer from Tel Aviv. 

The Bavarian government in 
Munich, which under German fed¬ 
eralism bears the bulk of responsi¬ 
bility for the case, has already re¬ 
jected the claims that Rueckel first 
raised in an August letter demand¬ 
ing an out-of-court deal. 

The German government in 
Bonn had uo comment until a suit 
is formally filed, a spokesman for 
the interior ministry said. 

Bavaria maintains the athletes 
were killed by their captors, not by 
stray police bullets, and that any 
claim has elapsed. 

Germany paid the surviving ath¬ 
letes a total of about SI million at 
the time. 

Rueckel said some German doc¬ 
uments on the case were only 
made available in 1992.

Police detain parents after toddler 
burns to death in Jerusalem

A TWO-YEAR-OLD boy was 
burned to death in Jerusalem on 
Wednesday, and the toddler's fa¬ 
ther, mother, and grandfather 
were arrested, foe police spokes¬ 
man said. 

The father, 31, from Beit Han- 
ina, brought the boy to Hadassah- 
Untvetsily Hospital at Ein Kerem 
on Wednesday afternoon. He said 
he found his son with bums all 
over his body in the family’s bath 
when he returned home. 

The father said he had left his 
son asleep alone in the bouse. 


The mother also said she was 
out at the time of the incident with 
foe family’s two other children. 

Police investigators said there 
were clear signs foe boy had been 
set alight deliberately mid had not 
burned himself while playing. 
"The baby’s body smelled of gaso¬ 
line,” foe spokesman said. A po¬ 
lice source noted that the father 
has a history of psychiatric 
problems. 

The child’s body was sent for. 
autopsy to the forensic institute at 
Abu Kabir.

■ Only private cars may be taken in, and the car owner must be traveling with the car. 

■ It is desirable to have with you an English translation of the vehicle license (obtainable from all branches of MEMSI) and to 
have comprehensive insurance cover. 

■ Those leaving their vehicle in Israel are recommended to park the vehicle in a secure parking lot in Eiiat (Egged depot, 
Shekem, etc.) and to travel to the frontier post by public transport 

Parking is not allowed in the vicinity of the frontier post 

■ The police will give instructions to tow away vehicles which are parked on the main road, south of the Princess Hotel. 

■ Commercial vehicles, vehicles with a diesel engine, 4x4 vehicles, hire cars, and trucks may not cross the frontier.
